The Editor. 


(By the Wisconsin Railroad Commission) 


We stated yesterday that, in our opinion, the street railway company 


would not earn '$55,000 a year. 
As a matter of fact the indications are 


that much less may be earned on .the so-called 6c fare. 


Before showing the actual earnings by months of the Madison street 


railway for the- last two years on n compnative basis, it is well to. explain 
that' increased operating expenses, as will be shown in this table, are due 
wholly to increases in the costs for material in maintenance and increased 
labor costs. 
The increased costs for material have been very large. How- 


ever/knowledge on this point is so universal that it is not deemed neces- 
sary to burden your readers with the actual increases for different classes 
of material. 
'• 


The main increase is due to the increased cost of laoor. 
Increases were granted to labor in January, 1917, and in January, June 


and September, 1918. 
Platform labor is at present paid at the rate of 


35 to 40 cents an hour, depending on ti.e previous length of employment 
period. 
The average rate for labor is now 3Sc per hour.

In an^ war of the dimen- 
sions of this," it is "ineVitable that secret conclaves'of diplomats 
and bureaucrats should settle,, not alone questions of techmcal 
detail, but matters of broad and/ar-reaching general policy af- 
fecting the lives of millions during generations, without any sort 
of consultation with the people whose destinies are thus so irre- 
sponsibly disposed of. 


" Such decisions as those forbidding French, British and Bel- 


gian Radicals and Labor men to send their delegates to this coun- 
try may have been necessary or wise, but the needs of war have 
carried us far beyond the negative policy of repressing views 
hostile to the governments to the postive position of organizing 
propaganda for the formation of governmental opinion. We 
have seen grow up in all the belligerent countries vast bureau- 
cratic machinery—true Colleges of Propaganda—deliberately 
designed for the shaping of poiiticp.1 .opinion by the centralized 
government. That result is achieved mainly by manipulating 
the dissemination of information; autocratic and generally s* 
cret bodies deciding that the knowledge of such and such facts 
'shall be kept from the public, such and such other facts especial- 
ly emphasized and perhaps especially prepared for their con- 
sumption. In this way governments are in a position to deter- 
mine the opinions of their subjects through the control of the 
knowledge on which those opinions are formed. This control 
of the mind of a whole people by an autocratically-working body 
!s the method, in all its purity, pursued by Prussia for-so long, 
the very corner-stone of the system which has given the con- 
science of her people into the keeping of her government, and 
raade possible certain moral results which.have astonished the 
world. 


But the German military machine is now deduced to virtual 


impotence. There is not a chance that, it can convince the re- 
sistance of civilization. 
The all-covering plea of military neces- 


sity can no longer be invoked. And the questions which now 
arise are:

Mr. Wilson lias more than once had the courage to make 


public reference -tfjitwo extremely important facts in the present 
international situation. One is that the present governments in 
Europe do not-always necessarily repipsent the policies and as- 
pirations of 'their'people. The other is,that he gets more ready 
sympathy and support from the' European people than he can 
sometimes from the governmentp. The" first of these facts is 
self-evident. 
Cert<iin governments among the Allies do not 


profess toibei based for the time being on suffrage. 
A country 


which, like England, had again;'and agaia^lected radical and 
liberal-governments, is now represented—without election—by 
xonseryatism. SUch a government was—very properly, .without 
doubt-^chosen largely for its administrative capacity in the 
management'of.^ar, without reference to its politics. But'the 
time has "come wften the-politlcs; are all important and, for the 
moment, administrative capacity less so. For the present gov- 
ernment wiH be responsible for deciding the broad principles on 
which the future life of organized society shall be led, which of 
the rival pblicies^mankind shall follow for some generations. .It 
s these fortuitous governments >hich are in control "of the im- 
mense machinery of propaganda and opinion-making,, with re- 
sults that an instance or two will suffice to illustrate.

It will be remembered that-when the PreS'dcr.t replied to 


the German note by certain queries, the- procedure was bitterly 
criticised by'the President's opponents in this country; whc 
thought the note should have been met by a brusque-refusal to 
discuss anything whatsoever.

having authority to withhold facts and prohibit the public dis- 
cussion of the broad issues of peace and'war, jias been-largely 
unnoticed by the people as a whole* and where noticed/has not 
met with any reaTopposition. The opinions suppressed were^pre- 
sumed to be unpopular opinions, and nobody really minds the 
suppression of opinions contrary to his own or the imprisonment 
of people with whom he doesjiot agree. 


Still less has there been any realization that however serv- 


iceable such methods might be on behalf of a reactionary and au- 
thoritarian policy, they are bound in the end to be fatal to the 
promotion of an international policy like that for which, the 
American Government happens to stand. It sounds a paradox, 
but it is certainly the truth, that the net result of the efforts at 
establishing an American censorship and propaganda for the pro- 
motion of American policy has been to aidvin the undermining 
of that policy and to encourage tha forces working for its De- 
struction. Certain events of the last few weeks show clearly 
enough, to put.it at its mildest, that.large.masses of American 
opinion are in danger of slipping away from the support of the 
President and all that he stands for in the way of a'new inter- 
national order, and of surrendering to -the natural instinct to 
impose a punitive peace of power. "Temper" has risen against 
the President in many quarters. It is obvious that in the minds 
of many voters there has been no very clear-understanding of 
the relative importance of the international issues as compared 
with such domestic ones as the price of wheat and the future of ed? Are freedom of

them are so far representative of the Third Republic as to be.

tion of the French monarchy. The third approaches very nearly 
to that political order. The opinion of "England," which is 
cited to the extent of nearly a column, is thatof Mr. Leo Maxse's
